Married to conductor Andre Kostelanetz 


At the Met from 1931 - 1960 

She was so popular, that a village in Maryland was named after her “Lilypons”. 




Italian Soprano Licia Albanese - born July 22, 1913 in Bari, Italy 
Debut in 1934 - at the Met from 1940 - 1966 
Sang Cio-Cio San in Madame Butterfly more than 300 times. 
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Italian coloratura soprano Amelita Galli-Curci - (18. Nov. 1882 - 26. Nov. 1963)

Soprano Helene Lieban-Globig (Berlin 1866 - 1916) Debut at the Hofoper Berlin in 1886. 
She was married to Austrian/German (Mahren) tenor Kammersanger Julius Lieban (1858-1940) 











Coloratura soprano Selma Kurz 

Oct. 15, 1874 in Biala, Austria (today in Poland) - May 10, 1933, in Vienna 


She made her debut at the Stadttheater, Hamburg, on May 12, 1895. 













Swedish soprano Nanny Larsen-Todsen 
August 2, 1884 - May 26, 1982 

She was active at the Royal Swedish Opera 1906-25, at La Scala 1925-27, the Metropolitan 1927 
and Bayreuth in 1927-31. She made her last performance in Paris in 1937. 

She was made Hovsangare (Royal Court singer) in 1925.
